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Important Discoveries iu the North- 
West. 

Duriog the enmmer just closed, good work 
appears to havo been <IODe by tho Geological 
sarroj in the Lake Superior region. Pro- 
feisor Bell's party have all returned to tbeir 
winter quarters after having experienced 
many ot the hardships and privations inci- 
dent, to the life of lbe Sret explorers in the 
'distant wilderoetB. We understand that, the 
results o. 1 the expedition include a complete 
Keo'logical and topographical survey of the 
Xal;;e Nipigon and an exploration of much 
of the Bur.-ounding country. This lake, it 
•ppears, will rank in point of size with the 
Other great I axes of tho St Lawrenoe, form- 
irjfr the sixth BDd last in the chain. Prof. 
Be II has not • ,et been able to map the whole 
of hiB extensi ve (survey, bnt things the area 
of Lake Nipig :oo will bo found to exceed that 
of Lake Outai io or even that of Lake Erie— 
•0 me five hum Ired miles or more of coast line 
having been . iraveised. This great lake is 
d rained by the Nipigon Eiver, or upward 
o ontinaation , >f the St Lawrence beyond 
J ^ake Superior, which is described as a large 
■clear-water sti 'oarn, about thirty miles in 
length. Upwa Ida of a dozsu rivors ol oon« 
aiderable size are reported to empty into 
Lake Nipigon from all sides. We under- 
stand that one of tba most singular features 
in the geograp by of this befMiiiful lako is 
the immense du mber of islands which are 
acattered tbroi ^hout iis whole extent and 
presenting a g 'eat t variety io size, form 
and elevation. It appears also that geolog- 
ical discoveries of a highly interesting and 
important nature haro been made, aDd that, 
contrary to corn> non belief, a large traot ol 
level land whb doep and fertile Boil exists in 
the Nipigon cou ntry. Piof. Bell had receiv- 
ed instructions, in addiiiou to his geological 
explorations, to obtain as much inlormalion 
as possible in regard to a route to our great 
"Western Territory, and his discoveries in 
this direction are perhaps not the least im- 
portant ot tho results of tba expedition. If 
•we are not mistaken he has found that this 
country, so far from being a diflioult ouc, ol- 
fers great facilities for railway construction, 
further, he baa, we bolieve, ascertained that 
the elevation of Lake Nipigon above Lake 
Superior is very moderate, and co/iaeqaenUy 
this lake may be found useiul for the pur- 
poso of navigation iu the desired directioo. 
It will of course require considerable time to- 
elaborate for publication all ihe geoloyiosl 
data obtained upon this survey, but it ia to 
be hoped that a special repott on the engi- 
neering capabilities of the oountry will be 
obtained as soon as pos ible, sinae it >a so 
desirable to have all the ialormntifln availa- 
ble before finally adopting any ronie. — 2o-

In dealing withWsabjeot of our re* 
nations wilh the Aborigine*, wo felt

It 
will readily be understood that this ques 
tion involves considerations of a mono- 
tar y character, aa well as those ofde 
f eDs o and strength to the colony. Xak 
ivg the lowest view first, it is safe t 
gay that this colony is deprived f th 
Ljieoditurs of about half a million del 
lfr 8 * year by the removal of the sta 
?nn ' It was, in earlier times, urged as 
in a'rgaruont against the fleet being »f 
w.m.imalt instead of at Burrard Inlet, 
fhi a" the markets here were chiefly 
supplied from foreign ■onrces ne 
SBe was less bencficin to the colony 
-an argument whicu, howev «r, losej 
much of its force iu view of the fact that 
we are now beginning to draff onr sap- 
plies of beef and farm and dairy produco 
to a considerable extent from tbe I£aiu- 
»> land. Wo are not too proud to say 
W- that the annual expenditure of so largo 
: a sum as the presence of the fleet oould 
'. not fail to enenro would contribute ma- 
terially to colonial prosperity, and ex> 
h ert a potent influence in building up a 
i jaree and loyal British community on 
r ' the Pacific But it must not be forgotten 
!' ■ that theroaro other considerations in- 
volved in this question, not the least 
important of which are thosa of strength

In view ot tho early admission 
of this colony into tho Dominion, it, 
therefore, bohoovos tho people all tho 
moro to press tho claims of British 
Columbia to be the naval station; and 
they Bhou'd fool tho moro ouoourngod 
to do this from tbo fact that impending 
political changes will add now force to 
tho demand. In looking over tho basis 
ef union agreed upon between the re- 
presentatives of .Newfoundland and

Now, wo think wo can dis- 
cover id this tho elements of encourage- 
ment If the inflaenoo of tho Dominion 
Government- no mean influence, It will 
readily bo admitted— was to bo pledged 
to the fullest extent to procure the con- 
tinuance ot what is directly opposed to 
Imperial policy in tbo interest ol Now- 
foundland, surely it would not be too 
much for the people of this colony to ask 
that the same influence shall be used to 
the fullest extent to procure for British 
Columbia a condition' of things in no 
way antagonistic to Imperial policy— 
to procure, in fact, tho cessation of the 
outrageous injustice of tho British naval 
force in the Pacific giving the auvans 
tagos of its presenoo and oxpondituro 
to an unimportant foreign community, in- 
stead of giving both to a most import- 
ant portion of tho second empire o the 
British Crown. There can bo httlo doubt 
that if tho Imperial Government were 
approached through that of tho Domin- 
ion the result would bo the permanent 
establishment of this as tho headquarters 
of tho Pacific fleet ; and our readers 
will fcarcely need to be told that this 
snbjoct ia one of sutliciont importance 
to entitle it to a prominent place in tho 
list of conditions to bo put forward by 
this colony, in entering tho Dominion 
It is with this view that we have con- 
eoivod it to bo our duty to bring tho 
subject up at the present time. There 
are many cogout reasons of pclicj which 
might bo urged in support of the change 
of tbo headquarters of tho fleet from 
Valparaiso to British Columbia; but 
enough has been said for our present 
purpose. It now rests with the people 
to consider whether they will iulcudc 
this in the list of conditions of union to 
bo placed bi foro the authorities at Ot- 
tawa ; and thero is this to bo said in its 
favor, that it is asking tho Dominion 
Govornmont to do what it can have no 
hesitation iu doing, and what caunot in
